Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 52-102, drawn to a combination of a main body with ribs with sealing elements 
having a slightly smaller nominal width and ribs. 

Group II, claim(s) 103-1 14, drawn to a subcombination of a disc shaped main body with ribs. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The combination of Group I can be any type of main 
body whereas the subcombination of Group II can only be disc shaped. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
Species I of Figs. 1-3. 
Species II of Fig. 4. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An

argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification is 
replete with " a design according to claim" which is improper as the claim numbering may 
change if the application is ever issued and is not even correct to begin with as there are not any 
claims 1-51 anyway. Appropriate correction is required. 

13. A substitute specification with the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) 
because there are so many errors that need to be fixed the examiner will not be able to read the 
application. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must 
be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of 
the specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining 
the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that 
double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by 
being placed within double brackets if strike -through cannot be easily perceived. An 
accompanying clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the specification of 
record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

Claim Objections 

14. Claims 52-1 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: The claims are 
replete with "is designed" which is seen as improper in U.S. format. Appropriate correction is 
required. In claim 52, "boy" should be "body", and at first it is just a "main body" and then 
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suddenly it is disc-shaped later on. The claim terminology needs to be consistent. All of the 
dependent claims refer back to the independent claims, but many of the claims cite something 
that was in a previous dependent claim, for example claim 106 cites "the flattened section" 
which was introduced in claim 105 but 106 is dependent upon 103. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

15. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

16. Claims 52-1 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Claim 52 does not make sense as the external dimension 29 that is slightly smaller 
appears to be of the outer disc 40 and not the sealing elements 34 which changes the entire scope 
of the claim. Claims 52 and 103, have ribs 33 and also "a mutually designed structure" in which 
the specification and claims do not make sense as to how this works. 

17. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

18. Claims 52-1 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. See 112 1 st paragraph rejection above. Regarding many of the claims, 
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the phrase "e.g." renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d).
